I COLMER COMMENDS 
LAW OFFICERS IN 
RACIAL DEALINGS . 


Gulfport - Rep. William M. Col- 
mer commended the conduct of 
local law officers and officials in 
dealing with racial agitators and 
attacked the U. S. Supreme Court 
for its “civil wrongs” rulings in 
a speech before the Forrest Coun- 
ty Bar Association at the group’s 
annual Law Day U. S. A. celebra- 
tion. 

Mr.. Colmer denounced centrali- 
zation of power in the Federal 
government and blasted the U. S. 
Supreme Court as Chief contri- 
butor to such centralization. The 
Congressman cited a number of 
bills introduced by him.but killed 
in the Judiciary Committee, pre- 
sided over by the champion civil; 
righter, 
New York. 

The South Mississippi Congress- 
man, in an obvious reference to 
one candidate for Congress, with- 
out naming him, said, “Some peo- 
ple, apparently who have never 
taken the trouble to read the Con- 
stitution, are saying that the Con- i 
gress created the Supreme Court, 
and that therefore, the Congress 
should provide for the election of 
the members of the Court. Every 
high. school Civics student knows] 
that the Constitution provides for 
the, appointment of the Members 
of the Supreme Court and their 
confirmation by the Senate.” 

“The trouble is not with the 
system setting up the Court by. 
the founuding fathers,” the Con. | 
gressman said. “The iroubie is 
with the personnel of the Court.” 
He said that any changes in the 
system would have to be made by 
Constitutional amendment. 

He said that the seeds of coun- 
ter-revolution against the “so-call- 
ed liberals” have been Planted, | 
and the government’s civil rights, 
program is being exposed in all | 
its viciousness.” Mr. Colmer cited 
these same pseudo- liberals as! 
being in control of our Supreme 
Court. d 

“The so-called modern liberals! 
would destroy the Constitution of } 
the United States - they would 
destroy this very Circuit courtroom 
in which you sit,” the speaker | 
told members of the county bar. | 
He added, “if present tendencies 
tontinue, local jurisdictions of 
law would become empty shells 
and everything would be centered 
in Washington insofar as justice, 
and freedom are concerned.” 

As for the resentment against 
“civil wrongs,” Mr. Colmer said 
that he believed that racial dem- 
onstrations in the North were ex- 
cellent stimulants. “I’m for big- 
‘ger and better and more demon- 
strations up there.”
